To  Go  To  Israel 
Or  Not  To  Go? 

This  is  a  time  when  many  people  are  settling 
their  summer  travel  plans.  And  often  I  have  heard 
Jews  discuss  the  current  situation  in  Israel  in  ex¬ 
tremely  practical  terms:  “To  go  to  Israel  or  not 
to  go?” 

We  are  very  aware  of  the  current  problems  on 
the  West  Bank  and  Gaza  and  people  wonder:  Is 
Israel  safe  of  not?  Should  a  trip  to  Israel  that  is 
designed  to  see  the  sites  of  Jerusalem,  Haifa,  Tel 
Aviv  and  the  countryside  be  postponed  for  another 
year  when  things  will  have  calmed  down? 

My  suggestion  is  to  go  and  go  soon.  Why? 
Because  it  is  not  nearly  as  dangerous  as  it  appears. 
Despite  the  headlines  and  despite  the  television 
pictures,  Israel  is  still,  I  am  convinced,  far  less 
dangerous  than  crossing  East  86th  Street  in  the 
evening  or  walking  around  in  our  neighborhood 
any  time  after  dark  and  often  before  dark. 

Can  you  imagine  a  constant  television  barrage 
of  all  of  the  murders  committed  in  New  YorkCity 
during  any  one  week?  What  if  you  and  I  were  to 
see  them  in  front  of  our  eyes  in  TV  pictures  and 
in  newspaper  accounts  every  single  day  of  the 
week?  We  would  be  terrorized  and  couldn’t 
possibly  imagine  living  in  any  such  city. 

Those  who  have  been  to  Israel  recently  have 
told  me  what  is  always  the  case.  When  you  are 
there  you  hardly  know  that  anything  is  going  on. 
Naturally  there  are  places  that  you  shouldn’t  go 
because,  indeed,  they  are  dangerous  at  this  par¬ 
ticular  time.  But  the  same  can  be  said  for  New 
York  on  any  day  of  the  week. 

Go  because  Israel  needs  to  feel  your  concern 
and  your  presence.  Go,  not  only  because  Israel 
needs  the  tourist  business,  which  it  does,  but  also 
because  this  is  a  difficult  time  for  all  Israelis.  It 
is  a  time  of  soul-searching  and  a  time  when  the 
drawing  together  of  the  Jewish  people  is  a  necessi¬ 
ty,  so  that  Israelis  who  face  such  great  problems 
day  in  and  day  out  will  feel  encouraged  by  our 
concern  and  our  presence. 

So,  go  and  enjoy.  You  will  love  it,  I  am  sure.

Mrs.  Bloch  comments: 

“It  was  very  exciting.  We  thought  of  all  the 
students  in  our  school,  past  and  present,  who, 
in  honor  or  Tu  Bishevat  over  the  past  three  years 
had  contributed  to  the  planting  of  1000  trees  — 
a  grove  “I  wish  you  had  all  been  there  with  us. 

“We  then  went  to  plant  a  little  sapling  tree.  The 
saplings  were  in  small  green  pots  in  plastic  bags. 
Fifty-seven  forty-seven  was  a  Shmitah  year,  dur¬ 
ing  which  the  earth  is  allowed  to  rest,  when  no 
planting  takes  place,  nor  are  fruits  picked.  It  is 
the  Sabbath  of  the  Land!  These  saplings  are 
watered  during  the  dry  summer,  twice  a  week  by 
hand,  until  the  rains  come.  Then  they  are  on  their 
own  to  develop  into  tall  majestic  trees.  The  fact 
that  they  were  planted  in  plastic  bags  delays  the 
sprouting  of  roots  until  5748. 

“After  the  sapling  was  in  the  ground  we  said 
a  prayer  on  behalf  of  all  the  students  of  our  school . 

“We  now  have  an  address  in  Israel.  On  your 
next  visit  to  Israel ,  whether  you  are  in  Jerusalem 
or  Tel  Aviv,  call  the  Jerusalem  Office  of  JNF  at 
02-240251  and  make  arrangements  to  visit  our 
own  grove  of  trees.”
